NECK DISLOCATED 
BY FALL FROM SLEIGH 


New Arrival Dies at Public Hospital as Result of an Ac- 
cident Early in the Week—Leaves Wife and 
Children 


Peter Clark, an employee of the 
Breckenridge dairy, died in the public 
hospital on Wednesday as the result 
of injuries sustained in an accident on 
the preceding day.
